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FORUM REJECTS CAPITAL PUNISHMENT 


Flapper Age Over 
Declares Famed Socialist 


Ona lecture tour of the leading church college centres of 
Canada, Prof. King Gordon, socialist, and professor of Theology 
for the past three years at the University in Montreal, is now 
a guest at St. Stephen’s College. Mr. Gordon is the son of the 


well known ncvelist, Ralph Connor. 


In an interview with The 


Gateway, Mr. Gordon disclosed the nature and object of his 


tour. 

' “Christian ethics and its relation 
to the social and economic problems 
is a grave question of today. They 
must be brought into contact. The 
Christian religion demands social 
action to reconstruct and make a 
more adequate life possible.” 

“How have your doctrines been 
received throughout Canada, Prof. 
Gordon?” 

“Very well indeed. There is an 
astonishing interest. The immedi- 
ate problem for the graduate of to- 
day is how he is to fit into life. 
The question is: what forms of social 
reconstruction must be carried 
through?” 

Asked his opinion on how the 
youth of today compared with the 
youth of a few years ago, Prof. 
Gordon thought they were very 
much, in fact more, alive. They 
are just beginning to find their feet, 
he stated. Ten or twelve years ago 
theré was a rebel attitude, a nega- 
tive approach to life. Now youth is 
carrying on more positive and con- 
structive thinking. 

“You think, then, Prof. Gordon, 
that the so-called flapper age is 
over?” 

“Yes, definitely. The question “So 
what?” is being asked. Youth is 
finding that there is nothing very 
satisfying in the defiant attitude 
towards life. They are ready now 
to accept more responsibility.” 

When approached on the subject 
of where he received his education, 
Mr. Gordon recalled his last im- 
pressions of Alberta. The time, 
1920: the place, the upper gym; the 
occasion, a basketball game between 
University of Manitoba and Univer- 
sity of Alberta. The Gateway re- 
porter forgot to ask who won—may- 
be it was just as well. Prof. Gor- 
don stated, however, that he re- 
ceived most of his education in 
Canada. He did, however, spend 
three years at Oxford and took post- 
graduate work in New York. 

“Have you any future plans, Mr. 
Gordon, when this lecture tour is 
over?” 

“No, I never think farther ahead 
than a year or so—who knows?” 

At this precise time The Gateway 
reporter was very close to missing 
a lecture, and what was more im- 
portant, Prof. Gordon had another

The primary consideration of the 
Canadian Government is to protect 
the agricultural industry, was the 
opinion of Dr. Wallace when asked 
to comment on the recent reciprocity 
pact with the United States. The 
President believes this treaty will 
accomplish such a design and will 
promote advantageous trade rela- 
tions between the two countries. 


extent the exclusion of the U.S.A. 
from the Ottawa conference agree- 
ments. Dr. Wallace believes whole- 
heartedly in low tariffs. 

“Any commercial treaty which 
tends to incredse foreign trade is 
to be looked on in general with 
approval. However, only experts 
know the exact bearings of the 
articles which constitute such an 
agreement,” said Dean Kerr, when 
interviewed on the same subject. 

Ricardo Massole suspects the 
treaty to be a sham to enable the 
Federal U.S. Government to back 
up or authorize its N.R.A. legisla- 
tion and to gain control of matters 
beyond its sphere. 

Bill Scott did not wish to be 
quoted because he has as yet not 
studied the treaty in its details nor 
considered its effects. 

“I am a good Liberal and conse- 
quently believe absolutely in Mr. 
King’s policies,’ said Alan Mac- 
donald, Law student. Mr. Mac- 
donald added that in his opinion 
the treaty would be beneficial, par- 
ticularly to the west. 

Ted Bishop refused a statement, 
but said that he thought it would 
be a good thing on the whole. 
“But,” said he, “I have nothing at 
all to say.” 

“Prices that have been charged in 
Canada ever since I can remember 
have been exorbitantly high com- 
pared with prices charged in the 
United States, and this pact may 


remedy the situation,’ was the 
opinion of Larry Alexander.

Execution Out 


Frosh Debate 


The affirmative of the resolution 
“Resolved that capital punishment 
should be abolished,” emerged vic- 
torious by a slight majority in the 
first of the Freshman Open Forum 
debates held on Thursday night last 
in the Men’s Common Room. 

Mr. Thomas Costigan presided as 
chairman over this debate, and 
after having conveyed the fact that 
it was strictly a Freshman debate, 
and that only members of that class 
would be allowed to speak, he in- 
troduced the leader of the affirm- 
ative, Mr. Harold Beveridge. 


Ideas Changing 


Mr. Beveridge stated that as 
peoples’ ideas concerning crime are 
changing, capital punishment is 


gradually being replaced. One must 
understand that crime is largely a 
matter of environment. Those un- 
fortunates who are mentally and 
physically’ weak are reduced to a 
deplorable society which is ‘the 
breeding-ground of crime. 

He pointed out that a born crim- 
inal. or murderer is a case of in- 
sanity and must be treated as such, 
and that the law does not differ- 
entiate between the different classes 
of criminal, whether they be born 
criminals, habitual, occasional - or 
professional. If a person commits 
murder his life is demanded in ex- 
change for the one which he has 
taken. 

Hanging Economical 

Mr. Stretton, leader of the nega- 
tive, declared that, being a Scotch- 
man, he could not understand why 
a murderer should be placed behind 
bars for the rest of his life rather 
than executed. He explained that 
the latter was a much more econ- 
omical method of exercising jus- 
tice. 

Mr. Ernest Coté, second speaker 
for the affirmative, labelled capital 
punishment as a vengeance which 
will not deter murderers. He said 


|that orgies of homicides often fol- 


lowed an execution, and cited as an 
example such a case which had 
taken place in America. In con- 
clusion, Mr. Coté stated his belief 
that corrective institutions should 
take the place of capital punishment. 
Murderer Compared to Snake 
The second speaker for the nega- 
tive, Mr. Zubick, pointed out that

Dr. N. D. McFarlane 
Speaks to Meeting 
of Chem. Club 


Wednesday afternoon the Chem- 
istry Club held its meeting in Med 
142. The speaker for the afternoon 
was Dr. W. D. McFarlane. 


Dr. McFarlane chose as his sub- 
ject “Cell Respiration,” a subject 
which was of great interest to his 
listeners. Cell respiration is the 
process whereby plant and animal 
cells take in oxygen and give off 
H20 and CO2. He outlined the 
two views on the subject; the first 
held by Villon, that the process de- 
pends upon the activation of hydro- 
gen. The theory held by Warburg, 
a brilliant physical chemist, and 
winner of the Nobel Prize in 1932, 
was that oxidation took place with 
the activation of oxygen. 

Dr. McFarlane explained War- 
burg’s respiration model, a brilliant 
piece of spectrum analysis, showing 
the effect of light on the respiration 
terment in the cell, and how its 
rate varied with the wave length 
of the light. 

The next meeting is Dec. 4. John 
Shipley will give an illustrated lec- 
ture on sulphur.

No Sale of Prom Tickets by Proxy, Rule Laid Down as Ticket 
Sale Dates Announced

Having been asked to write some- 
thing about my wanderings this 
summer, I suppose I should really 
begin at the beginning. However, 
the details of the first week on a 
stock train, with a seven-hour wait 
in Hornepayne on Jubilee Day are 
really too painful to dwell upon, 
land so Montreal, even at midnight, 
looked pretty good. It looked even 
better the next day, after a bath 
land a good night’s rest—so good in 
act that, when I finally realized 
at I had to cross the Atlantic, I 
ound that I only had #5 left with 
hich to do it. 

After making enquiries I found 
at the County Line boats carry 
assengers to Antwerp and Rotter- 
am for $60, so I applied for a 
erth. However, the young man in 
e dock office informed me that 
‘the passenger list was full, but how 
ould I like to work my way over?” 
eedless to say, I accepted, with a 
match of a long-forgotten prayer, 
nd went to work right away as of- 
icial mess-boy. I had five days on 
oard before we sailed, getting up 
t 5 am., and working till 8:30 or 
p.m., with usually a couple of 
ours off during the afternoon. 
After leaving Montreal, the first 
wo days were quite uneventful, 
en we ran into thick fog in the 
ce belt. A little excitement was 
aused on the third day at 8:20 a.m., 
hen the boat only just reversed in 
ime to avoid ramming an iceberg. 
ortunately we were running dead 
low, or it would have been very 
ncomfortable; as it was, the berg 
assed within forty feet of the bow. 


On the fourth day we ran into 
ough weather, and for two days 
e staggered around in a twisting 
eaving Hades. The decks were 
wash all the time, with two feet of 
ater in the alleyways. Three of 
e lifeboats were smashed, and 
art of the top bridge, forty feet 
bove the water-line, was torn 
way. On top of all this misery, 
Ihe cook decided to celebrate. He 
as a round-faced youth of 23 with 
Itra-Clark Gable ears and a de- 
ided penchant for Geneva (Holl- 
nd gin). I do not think he even 
ows we had two days’ rough 
eather, as he was floating around 
‘a rosy fog with a most beautific 
ok on his face! 

The rest of the voyage was mar- 
ellous, and the sea was unbelieve- 
bly calm. Towards the end of the 
oyage, as we were running south 
f the Cornish coast, we were-for- 
nate enough to pass the “Nor- 
andie’ on her maiden voyage. 
he was a magnificent sight—even 
t 4:15 am.! 


On the fifteenth day from Mon- 
eal we steamed up the river 
chelde into Antwerp. I have been 
to Antwerp a number of times 
efore, but never by boat. It really 
a worth-while experience, it is 
possible to realize the vastness of 
e docks unless one goes into the 
ity by boat—cranes, cranes, and 
ore cranes, of every conceivable 
ape and size, huge grain suckers 
r unloading grain in mid-stream, 
d boats from all over the world, 
om huge ocean liners down to 
uat Dutch barges, with mighty- 
ed Amazons at the wheel, at 
ast six small children and a dog 
each. It is interesting to watch 
e women, working like horses, 
lumping sacks of grain into these 
larges: believe me, I would hate to 
ay with ony of those hefty ladies! 
Knowing Antwerp quite well, I 
erely stayed a couple of days— 
ng enough to say “bon-jour’—or 
ther “bonne nuit”—to the blonde 
tress at Miss Dolly’s, and then 
ok the train up to Rotterdam, 
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which is less than two hours’ run 
from Antwerp. 

The change in Holland was amaz~ 
ing, and it was brought to me par- 
ticularly forcibly since I had but a 
few dollars left with which to get 
to England. Not having enough for 
my fare I was obliged to talk to my 
long-suffering aunt in Cambridge, 
England, over the telephone, and 
tell her that her white-haired 
nephew was stuck in Holland. For 
three days I waited for some cash, 
while my hotel bill was running up 
like fire up a sooty chimney. Prices 
in Holland are frightful. After Ant- 
werp, where one can get a five 
course meal, cooked and served as 
only the French-speaking Contin- 
entals can cook and serve it, for 
the equivalent of 35 cents, I just 
about had an embolism when I 
found that an ordinary meal in 
Rotterdam costs from $1.25-$2.50. 
Not having the heart to run up my 
bill too much, instead of eating at 
the hotel, I spent my last few dollars 
feeding myself on beer, bread and 
liverwurst; in fact, I ate so much 
sausage that people still call me 
one! 


Holland is a very bad state finan- 
cially, practically half of Dotterdam 
being empty; all the upper stories of 
about 60 per cent. of the buildings 
have signs “Te Huur’” (To Let), 
and all prices are sky-high. In the 
better stores on the Coolsingel (the 
Jasper Avenue of Rotterdam), it is 
possible to pay up to $3.25 for an 
ordinary necktie. Apart from this, 
it is a most interesting city. In 
Rotterdam is the most famous de- 
partment store in Europe; it is a 
structure reminiscent of a picture 
from “Amazing Stories”—all steel 
and glass, mostly glass—with unin- 
terruptedly straight sides and bev- 
elled corners, a truly remarkable 
building. The docks afford hours 
of interest, and a walk around Waal- 
haven to the K.L.M. airport to see 
the huge low-wing monoplanes used 
for transcontinental passenger ser- 
vice is well worth while. 


Having seen so much Holland gin 
while on board (no, that’s one drink 
I don’t take!), I decided to see 
where it was made, so I hopped on 
a street-car, and in half-an-hour 
was in Schriedam, home of that 
horrible liquid over which all good 
Dutchmen smack their lips. I was 
very pleasantly surprised to find 
Schiedam a really delightful old 
suburb of canals and quaint, pic- 
turesque eighteenth century wind- 
mills. The smell of the gin dis- 
tilleries was really a bit too much, 
so I did not investigate them too 
closely. 


Unfortunately, due to lack of 
funds and the high prices, I was 
unable to take the return trip by 
plane to Amsterdam, which I had 
planned. Instead, I took the night 
boat from Hoek van Holland to 
Harwich, and landed home in Cam- 
bridge next morning. 

I had been home about ten days 
when word came that two foreign- 
ers from the University of Alberta 
Law school were in London, so I 
extended an invitation to them to 
come to Cambridge and stay at our 
place. They came, they saw and 
they conquered. While they were 
in Cambridge I was unfortunately 
taken suddenly sick, and had to go 
to hospital for an emergency oper- 
ation.

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OUR PUBLIC 

Last year an innovation in the form of the Pub- 
licity Department was introduced to the campus. 
The object of the new branch of the Students’ Union 
was to obtain advertising and publicity favorable to 
the University throughout the province. With this 
object in view the Director got in touch with all the 
weekly newspapers in the province and made ar- 
rangements to have published weekly news letters 
containing a review of the events of interest which 
had been occurring on the campus. Many of these 
weekly newspapers fell in with the idea, and although 
the value of the publicity cannot be measured, it is 
safe to say that it was appreciable. At its birth the 
Publicity Department was on uneasy ground. The 
idea was a new one. The connections with the 
mediums of distribution of the advertising had to be 
made. The Pep Rallies were broadcast. The music 
from one or two of the formal dances was put on the 
air. The University Song was printed and distri- 
buted. And many other minor services in the line 
of valuable publicity to the University were rendered. 


This year the connections have been made. The 
feeling of the mediums of distribution, particularly 
radio station CFRN, is very favorable. Portions of 
the Wauneita and the Sophomore Reception to Fresh- 
men were broadcast. The University Song has been 
broadcast. Time has been given to the advertising of 
athletic events such as rugby games and the inter- 
varsity track meet. And now CFRN has made a 
goodwill offer to the Director of the Student Exten- 
sion Department to broadcast for a short time during 
each of the Saturday night house dances during the 
balance of the year. One of these house dances 
was broadcast last week, and the Extension Depart- 
ment having omitted the technicality of applying for 
permission, the matter was brought to the attention 
of the Provost. The Provost gave his views on the 
inadvisability of continuing the broadcasts, and in- 
formed the Department that the broadcasts must be 
discontinued. 

The Provost’s arguments were based on the same 
old story, that after all we are a university dependent 
on grants from the Provincial Government, and we 
must therefore take public opinion into consideration 
in everything we do. His opinion was that to broad- 
cast dance music once a week would lead the public 
to believe that a university student’s main interests 
were frivolous ones rather than intellectual ones. 

We disagree entirely with the stand taken. We 
hesitate to use America as an example in view of 
the distaste which has been displayed towards the 
introduction of Americanism into our college; but in 
our neighboring country the college student is re- 
garded with envy by those who are not so fortunate

as to have the opportunity of attending university. 
The explanation of this is that in most American 
colleges the authorities hesitate to impose regulations, 
and even take steps to assist in the development of 
college spirit. As an example we might cite the 
recent Homecoming celebration at Northwestern. N.U. 
had defeated Notre Dame for the first time in thirty- 
four years. Roads leading to the university were 
picketed to enforce a general student strike on lectures 
which lasted a day. A dance was held in the morn- 
ing, one in the afternoon, and another in the evening. 
The presdient of the university expressed pleasure 
with the fine display of college spirit and confidence 
that the students would return to their lectures the 
following day with renewed vigor. 


The authorities here seem to fail to realize that 
every student on the campus is interested in the 
welfare of the University. Most of these students 
realize the existence of public opinion and govern 
themselves accordingly. There has been a consistent 
attempt for some time to build up an effective college 
spirit. The efforts have been more or less success- 
ful. But the authorities do not recognize the part 
that college spirit plays in the regulation of public 
opinion. As mentioned previously, we believe that 
in the eyes of most of our public we are an object 
of envy. They envy the attitude which college spirit 
signifies. An attempt to build up a favorable public 
opinion is being regulated out of existence.
